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SALEM CHURCH, MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. 


Salem Church [see Minutes, 1894, p. 2] was erected in 1889 by 
Rev. G. H_ Trabert, then pastor of St. John’s. The congregation was 
organized in March, 1890. It was served by Prof. J. Sander, as tempo- 
rary pastor, until July, 1891. In July, 1891, Rev. R. L. Leatherman 
became the pastor and continued until January, 1897. Prof. E.G. Lund 
was acting pastor from January until the spring of 1897. In June, Mr. 
Earnest A. Trabert took charge as supply until October. Rev. George 
H. Trabert, D. D., took charge in December, 1897. In the fall of 
1898 a parsonage was built at an expenditure of $2,000. Durieg the 
spring and sunimer of 1900 efforts were made to pay the mortgage of 
$4,390, which proved successful; and on October 14th the mortgage 
was burned. An addition of 13x30 feet was added to the rear of the 
building the same year. In 1901 the church was renovated within and 


_ without and furnished with handsome new chancel furniture, new ‘car-— 


pet, cushions in the pews, and kneeling benches. It was dedicated

Dear Brethren in Christ: 


_ The first year in the second decade of the history of — 
the Synod of the Northwest has passed into eternity. It 
_ Was an eventful year in the history of our nation. Fora 
i | number of months all eyes seemed to be turned toward 
4 _ Buffalo, New York, where the Pan-American Exposition 
attracted general attention. In the midst of the festivities 
incident to the visit of our chief magistrate to the exposi- — 
tion a pall of sorrow spread itself over the whole land. Sud- 
denly, like a thunderbolt from a cloudless sky, the start- . 
ling news was flashed across the country that the beloved 
President of these United States had been stricken down 
by the hand of an assassin. This sent a thrill of horror 
through the whole nation. For a number of days the - 
people waited with breathless anxiety between hope and 
fear, when at length the announcement came, “The Presi- 
dent is dead.” Sad was the calamity which fell upon 
our nation. We have the consolation that God’ overrules 
all for good and will make even the wrath of man to. 
praise Him. 
| A few weeks ago the winnie world was startled by the 
awful cataclysm caused by volcanic outbursts, which con- 
vulsed the Islands of Martinique and St. Vincent in the 
4 Caribbean Sea, by which the City of St. Pierre, on the for-~ 
was suddenly overwhelmed, and about 40,000 


° _ ple perished. Later, the news came that about three, 
weeks previous an earthquake in Guatemala swaiiowed 
up a city with many thousand people, with other catas- 


trophies in the same province. These awful events, to- 
gether with the long series of disasters caused by oil and 
— ‘mine explosions, by floods and tornadoes, are subjects for — 
_ most serious thought. They are signs which should be 

cS heeded, as Jesus solemnly admonishes. Scarcely are the 
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war echoes beginning to die away, when earthquakes and 
volcanic eruptions in divers places cause the most fearful 
alarm and the most terrible destruction of life and prop- 
erty. All show the utter helplessness of man and how de- 
pendent all are on the protecting power of God. It should 


spur us to greater zeal in our work inasmuch as no onc 
’ knows what a day may bring forth. 


The principal events in the Church iarice the past. 
year were, the meeting of the General Council in Lima, 


_ Ohio, together with the visit of the Right Rev. Bishop Von 
Scheele, of Sweden, and the second general conference of 


representatives of the three general bodies, the General .- 
Council, the General Synod, and the United Church of 


the South, held in Philadelphia, Pa., the week after Easter. 
Such conferences are of immense value to remove mis- | 


understandings and to promote a closer union between the ~ 
different parts of our beloved Church. 7 

In our own Synod there has been commendable ac- 
tivity, and this year finds us much stronger than a year 
ago. There has been some agitation, owing largely to a 
misconception of our mission, and our work has in some 
quarters been regarded with disfavor. We have been — 


‘looked upon as interlopers where we realized that we were 


only doing our duty in following the Macedonian call, - 


“Come over and help us.” Nothing could be farther 


from our purpose than to try and build up congregations 
by drawing members from other churches. Such action 
would be little less than criminal. | | 
The character of our work is unique. It is not work 
among any single nationality, but it comprises all nation- 
alities. It is not only for the sake of gathering in Luther- 
ans or their children, but to reach the unchurched masses 
who stand idle on the market place of the world. The 
great majority of those gathered into our congregations 
have never had ‘any active Church connection before they 
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Were reached through our English work. The progress 
of the work during the year is seen in the strengthening 


of the older congregations and the organization of new 
ones, together with the outlining of work which will tend 
to the speedy organization of other congregations. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE PACIFIC SYNOD. 


At the last meeting of our Synod it was resolved, “that 
Synod approve the organization of a Western Confer- 
ence, consisting of the pastors and parishes in that part of 
the Synod territory lying west of the Missouri River, 


‘ and that the Rev. J. A. Leas, of Portland, be authorized 


to call the preliminary meeting for the organization.” 


This action was officially communicated to Brother Leas. 


by the Secretary. A communciation from Bro. Leas stat- 
ed that the Board of English Home Missions had advised 
and urged upon the Pacific Coast brethren the organiza- 


tion of a Synod, deeming that the best plan for the. de- 
veloping of the work on the coast. Inasmuch as there 


were other congregations on the Pacific Coast wiiling to 
join our English congregations in the organization of a 
Synod, and the matter being urged by the Board of Eng- 
lish Home Missions, it was deemed right and proper that. 
the Executive Committee should grant the request of 
those brethren and permit the organization of such Synod. 
Requests being made by pastors and congregations to be 


' dismissed to a Synod to be organized, conditional dis- 


misses were granted to the Revs. J. A. Leas, H. A. W. 
Yung, W. F. Holl, Herbert Martens and William Breu- 


mer; and to the congregations at Seattle and Tacoma, 


Washington, at Salt Lake City, Utah, and The Dalles, 
Oregon, 
On Oct. 6, 1901, y hecebned official notice, from the 
Secretary, that “the Pacific Synod of the Evangelical 


Lutheran Church” was regularly organized.on Sept. twen- 
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ty-fifth by the adoption of ‘a constitution and the election 


of Rev. J. A. Léas, of Portland, Oregon, President, and 


the Rev. E. Meyer, of Oregon City, Ore., Secretary. 


The Synod was organized with ten pastors and parishes. 
While the dismissal of pastors and congregations for the 
purpose of organizing a new Synod could not, in the na-_ 


‘ ture of the case, be altogether regular, the best that could 


be done under the circumstances was done, and it is sin- 
cerely hoped that the Synod will give its HE to the 


action President.

The system of pulpit ex- — 
changes by the brethren of the Twin Cities during Lent 
enabled me to visit all the churches in St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis unofficially. By means of an extensive corre- 
spondence I endeavored to keep in touch with all the 
pastors in the Synod. From what I have been permit- 
ted to see, and been able to learn, there has been most — 
energetic work done during the year, upon which God 
thas smiled, as is shown in the progress that has been 
made. At the last annual meeting of Salem congrega- © 
tion of this city, it was resolved that, beginning with | 
September first, the congregation declare itself self-sus- — 
taining. The increase in attendance upon the church 
services, the numerous additions to the several congrega- 
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_ tions, the healthy growth of the Sunday schools augurs 
for the future of our Synod.

At this time, when — 
the candidates for the ministry are decreasing, it is of the 
highest importance that this Synod give thé most sub- 
stantial encouragement to every worthy young man need- 
ing aid to prepare for this noble work in the Lord’s vine- 
yard.

_ ed at the proper time to prepare rules and regulations for 
education. 


THE LUTHERAN. 


I desire to call special attention to the official organ of 
the General Council which has so nobly served the Church 
for the last six years.

A PROTEST. 


Last August I received a communication signed by | 


the officers of the Chisago district of the Minnesota Con- — 


ference of the Augustana Synod, protesting against mis- 
sion work being done by a member of our Synod at Lind- 
strom, Minn. From the statements in the protest it was 
clear that the protestants were ignorant of the nature of 
the work which was being done at Lindstrom, which work 
had the approval of the President of the Synod. I stated 
in reply that, inasmuch as Synods had it to do with Syn- 
ods, I could not officially recognize a’ subordinate body.

OUR RELATION TO THE. AUGUSTANA SYNOD. 


On the 21st of May there came to me an overture from 


a committee appointed by the Minnesota Conference of. 
the Augustana Synod, at its meeting held in Red Wing 


in February of this year, petitioning this body to con- 


‘sider the advisability of abandoning its Synodical organ- 


ization and uniting with the Augustana Synod and be- 
come the English Conference of the same. It might 


seem that, as Synods can only officially deal with Synods, 
and not with a subordinate part of a Synod, it would not 


be exactly proper for this body to take serious notice of 
said communication. But as the question irivolved is 
such a serious one, and, as it seems, concerns only the 


_ Minnesota Conference in its relation to this body which 
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is peeee on the territory of said Gadel and has | 


‘never been raised by any other portion of the Augustana 


Synod, and as it seems to imply that the work of the 
Synod of the Northwest is predominantly, if not exclu- 


_ sively, composed of Swedish material and is carried on 


especially in Swedish communities for the ingathering of 
Swedes and their descendants into its body, to the detri- 


ment of the Minnesota Conference; and, moreover, since 
said Conference is, though not in name, but in fact a dis- 


trict Synod, having its own institutions of learning as 


_ well as for charity; and, furthermore, since delay in giv-

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REPORT OF THE DELEGATION TO THE GENERAL COURCEL. 


The 28th Gonveation of the General was held 


in St Paul’s Church, Lima, O., October 10-15, 1901. 138 — 


delegates from the several district Synods were present, two, 


of whom were from the Synod of the Northwest. These 
were the clerical members of the delegation elected at the 


convention of 1901. Business interests and public duties 
had prevented both the lay members from being present and 
in consequence the delegation from our Synod was reduced 
to one-half its rightful number. One clerical alternate was 
also present. 

1. The President’s report included a reference to the 
action of the Augustana Synod, at.Burlingtion, touching the 
alleged irregularities of ‘‘some pastor of the Synod of the * 
Northwest,’’ which had been referred to the President of 


_ the General Council and the English Home Mission Board 


for investigation. Whether or not such investigation had 
been made by the Board was not known to the President,
